Air Crash Kills 7; 
Hostess Saves 10 


Plane Catches Fire 
In Philadelphia Crack-up

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 14—A commercial airliner burst 
into flames Sunday afternoon after skidding on an iey run- 
way, killing seven persons, igcluding a heroic stewardess 
who went back into the fiery fuselage after she had helped 
10 passengers to safety. 

The dead included also four women and two infants 
among the 24 passengers who had flown on the four-engined 
plane of National Airlines which left Newark airport at 
1:33 p. m. The crash occurred at 2:14 p. m. as the DC-4 came 
into Philadelphia International Airport. 

Nineteen passengers and the captain and copilot escaped 
from the inferno with slight injuries. The plane had been 
delayed at Newark for 34 minutes while a generator in No. 4 
engine was repaired. Its next scheduled stop after Phila- 
delphia was to have been Norfolk, Va., where it was to lay 
over before continuing south. 

The heroine of the tragedy was Mary Frances Housley, 
24-year-old, brown-haired stewardess who, when the burn- 
ing plane came to rest straddling a 25-foot ditch, flung open

As she fell 
the bandits snatched a purse containing $11 from Mrs, Dauch 
who swung at them with her sword. She told police that she 
believed she wounded one of the bandits before the two of 
them escaped. 

Mrs. Schmalz was removed to Cumberland Hospital.

Sunday reported a renewal of 
Communist-led Vietminh attacks 
on the line of French posts alonz 
the northern defense perimeter 
shielding Hanoi, north Indochina 
capital. 

The Vietminh forces launched 
a series of night assaults Satur- 
day along a 60-mile front north of 
Hanoi. Three French posts came 
under strong attack while several 
others were reported harassed. 

The French communique said 
protective artillery barrages aid 
down around the attacked posts 
resulted in the repulse of the Viet- 
minh forces. 

French planes were active dur- 
ing the day over two principal 
points of the Vietminh thrust.

Georgia's traffic regulations 
may be replaced by a uniform 
code if a bill cffered by Hal!

Dr. Rosen- 
thal of the Boston Dispensary said. 

The conversation, for 16 weekly 
periods of one hour, dealt mainly 
with the “crueltv of fate” which 
made them fat. Bv the end of the 
test, their combined weight had 
dropped from 4,852 pounds to 
4,466. 

Rosenthal told the Seminar that

“Excess of fat mav shorten life. 
reduce efficiency and

Bernard Shaw met death color 
blind, nearly deaf, obsessed with 
groundless fears of impending 
bankruptcy, and “eager to be 
gone.” 

That’s the closeup of the famous 
Irish playwright published Sun- 
dav by his secretary for 30 vears, 
Blanche Patch. Miss Patch’s book, 
“Thirty Years With G B §,” is 
published by Victor Gollancz, Ltd., 
London. 

It describes Shaw 
years as impatient 
firmities closing in 
“bored with us all,” but still tilt- 
ing valiantly with his pen in a 
hurry to say all he had to say be- 
fore the end came. 

Shaw, who died Nov. 2 at his 
Ayot St. Lawrence home in Hert- 
fordshire, “‘was obsessed by the 
idea he was not only living be- 
yond his means but on the verge 
of bankruptcy,” according to Miss 
Patch. At 90, she adds, “a phobia 
about surtax took hold of him,” 
and there followed a_ spate of

Blunt Lend-Lease Talk 


Set for Russians Today 


By JOHN SCALI 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 


-(AP) 


The United States will confront 


Russia with a hard-boiled demand that it settle up promptly. when 
American-Soviet negotiators finally sit down Monday to talk about 
Moscow’s overdue lend-lease account, 


American officials said they 
plan to abandon polite diplomatic 
language and resort to blunt talk 
to obtain payment of this five- 
‘year-old obligation. 

If the Russians continue to 
“stall.” officials indicated the U. S. 
is considering: 

1. Demanding return of much of 
the kev industrial supplies shipped 
to the Soviet Union during the 
war. 

2. Denouncing Russia publicly 
for bad faith. 


3. Appealing te the Interna- 
tional Court to settle the case. 

Soviet Ambassador Alexander 
S. Panyushkin is scheduled to 
head the Russian group when it 
meets American officials at the 
State Department. 

The American delegation is led 
by John C, Wyley, former Ameri- 
can envoy to Iran. Wyley is re- 
ported primed to present a triple 
demand which would call upon 
Russia to: 

1, Pav a “reasonable value” for 
‘the lend-lease items of peacetime 
usefulness which were included 
‘among the = $11,000,000,000 in 
lend-lease supplies received from 
the U. S. during the war. 

2. Return immediately 186 small 
naval ships, including two ice- 
breakers which Moscow claims are 
stuck in the Arctic ice, 

3. Compensate six 
companies for use of 
processes in connection 
lend-lease oil refinery. 

The State Department has never 
indicated (how much it wants the 
Rusians to pay in order to write 
“closed” to the lend-lease agree-

Austria ECA 
Shakeup Due

VIENNA, Austria, Jan. 14—Re- 
organization of the Economic Co- 
operation Administration mission 
in Austria, which will involve an 
almost complete change of top 
personnel. is expected to be an- 
nounced within a few days. 

It will involve the retirement of 
the mission’s present head, Clyde 
N. King, and the transfer of its 
Deputy Chief, William H. G. Gib- 
lin, its financial expert Gabriel T. 
Kerekes, Special Assistant Ken- 
neth R. Hansen and others. The 
expectation: are that a new chief 
will be appointed but that the mis- 
sion will be subordinated to the 
over-all control of the new Ci- 
vilian High Commissioner, Walter 
J. Donnelly. 

King is the second ECA head 
here, the first having been Bank- 
er Westmore Willcox. It is an 
open secret that there has been 
considerable friction between the 
Austrian mission and the agency's 
head offices in Paris and Wash- 
ington. 

King vetoed after United States 
Army here had accepted it and 
influential agence: officials in 
Paris had favored it — a contract 
under which Oscar Kohorn and 
Company, of New York, would 
have built a new rayon mill at 
Lenzing for the Austrian govern- 
ment with $4.500.000 in Marshail 
Plan funds. 

Kar! Gruber, Austrian Foreign 
Minister, is understood to have 
complained to King’s superiors in 
Paris of th plain language in 
which the latter. expressed impa- 
tience with the government's slow- 
ness to create an efficient organ- 
ization to handle Marshall Plan 
aid at this end. 

Many of the difficulties of the 
Austrian mission, like those of 
missions in other countries, seek to 
have originated in the lack.of a 
clear definition of its aims. The 
mission, according to a statement 
of one of its officials, never could 
be. certain whether to accept Aus- 
trian politicians as the sovereign 
authorities in the distribution of 
ECA aid or take steps of its own 
to assure that the half-billion 
Marshall Plan dollars poured into 
Austria to date should be most 
efficiently used. 

In various forms of aid, the 
United States has given nearlv a 
billion dollars to Austria. This 
has set this once-starving 
country on its feet. But it has had 
other results less rewarding from 
the American standpoint.

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Will the Legislature Bow Down? 


The present General Assembly is on 
the way: to becoming the most independent 
in years. 

The fact is obvious from the first 
week's session which saw long-time Tal- 
madge leaders bucking the Governor's 
own tax program. Though we—and we 
believe most Georgians are with us—dis- 
agree with them, we certainly do not 
question their right to think as they do. 
The only thing that can be asked is that 
the tax revision program not be killed by 
steam-roller tactics in committees. This 
much has been assured by Floor Leader 
Frank Twitty. The measures will be 


brought out on the floor for full debate 


and vote. That is fine. 

Having demonstrated its fairness and 
desire for independence, we hope the 
Legislature will go into all the dangerous 
effects of the proposal to kill the Gholston 
formula for building secondary roads and 
the accompanying plan to allocate by con- 
stitutional amendment all gasoline tax 
funds to the Highway Board for use as it 
sees fit. 

If the legislators value their independ- 
ence, as it appears they do, they will see 
in the twin proposals a conspiracy to erect 
a super-State Government within the 
Highway Board itself. Not only will the 
Board become virtual dictator in the mat- 
ter of roads but legislators will find them- 
selves faced with the necessity of exchang- 
ing their votes on other matters for sec- 
ondary road projects in their districts. 

Any members of the General Assembly 
who do not believe that can happen ought 
to look back at the era of John Holder's 
reign as chairman of the Highway Board. 
Mr. Holder became practically a political 
dictator and it took years to break his 
power. 

The Governor, too, would do well to 
look ahead. He controls the present High- 
way Board well enough. But when anv 
government agency is granted full author- 
ity and given an independent source of 
revenue—and the Hithway Board would

Judges Are 


Feeling the Pinch 


From the Columbus Ledger we learn 
a bill will be offered in the General As- 
sembly to permit the judge of the City 
Court of Columbus to practice law in 
other courts. 


Solicitor J. R. Thompson, who drew the 
bill, points to the fact that the salary of 
the judge is only $550 a month. He savs 
that is not enough in these inflated times 
to attract the type of attorney who should 
preside at trials where liberty and prop- 
erty are at stake. 


The decision there is for Columbus and 
the Legislature. We cite the incident 
merely to illustrate the impecunious state 
of Georgia’s Supreme Court and Appeals 
Court judges. 

At $550 a month the City Court judge 
at Columbus is paid $6,600 a year. That is 
$1,400 less than the $8,000 Georgia pays 
the justices of its highest tribunal. But if 
$6,600 is inadequate for a City Court judge, 
and we don’t doubt that it is, how much 
more inadequate is $8,000 for judges of the 
Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals? 

In Fulton County the anomaly is even 
more pronounced. Every judge in the 
Fulton County courthouse draws higher 
pay than do the judges of Georgia’s two 
high courts. ~

have $50,000,000 a year if gasoline taxes 
were allocated to it by constitutional pro- 
vision—when any governmental agency 
becomes that powerful it almost invariably 
turns upon those who bestowed the power. 
The Governor ought to study the Holder 
case, and discover the difficulties this all- 
powerful Highway chairman brought the 
State’s Chief Executive. 

The Highway Board has done a skill- 
ful job of discrediting the Gholston for- 
mula. How many legislators have been 
told that roads could not be built in their 
districts because of the formula? ‘And did 
the legislators know not a single penny 
yet has been spent by the Highway De- 
partment under the Gholston formula, 
though it has been in full force on the 
statute books since last July 1? It would 
be the natural supposition that these funds 
are being hoarded against the time the 
Gholston formula is repealed and the 
money can be spent as the Highway Board 
pleases. 

It is entirely possible some of the 32 
Senators who signed the measure to repeal 
the Gholston formula had not studied the 
bill thoroughly. Others honestly may not 
be in favor of quite so rigid a formula. 

But, can any Senator—or any member 
of the House—deny that to grant the High- 
way Board full power to spend $50,060,000 
a year as it pleases will scuttle the inde- 
pendence of the General Assembly? Will 
any legislator deny the necessity for the. 
General Assembly to maintain control 
over all State agencies? And is there any 
dispute as to the fairness of a formula 
which requires the most secondary road 
expenditures in the counties most need- 
ing those roads? 

The people will be watching to see 
whether the Legislature really means to 
be independent and maintain its authority, 
or whether it will capitulate to the first 
political power drive it encounters, namely 
the effort to scuttle the Gholston plan to 
take the Highway Department out of 
politics. .

Biggest Problem 


Figures on the country’s industrial 
strength, released last week by the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Advisers, ought 
to give us renewed confidence in our abil- 
ity to cope with Communism. 

In real terms—that is, in measured 
quantity—industrial production is 70 per- 
cent higher than 10 years ago when we 
were on the brink of war. Agricultural 
production is 25 percent greater; there are 
eight million more persons in the labor 
force and the number actually at work is 
13,000,000 more than in 1940. 

Steel—the backbone of war—is being 
produced at a rate of about 103,000,000 tons 
a year against 84,000,000 tons a decade ago. 
There are more freight cars, more alumi- 
num, more durable goods of all kinds. 

Against this tremendous growth is the 
sobering fact that there are practically no 
unemployed now to channel into defense 
industries. Manpower is our biggest prob- 
lem and eventually there may be need 
for drastic measures to solve it.

With Howard Fuller, vice-president of poul- 
try pioneer Jesse Jewell’s company, as guide, we 
started with the egg at the hatchery which every 
other day contributes 20,000 chickens to the 100,- 
000,000 which Georgia will produce this year. 

So carefully planned is the enterprise that the 
hatchery man can almost count his chickens be- 
fore they come off. 

_.- Incubators are thermostatically controlled as 
to temperature and humidity, although if the 
powtr stays off long the hatchery engineer is as 


helpless as the farmer’s wife who can’t get the 
settin’ hen to stay on the nest. 
+ * * 

MR. FULLER carried us from hatchery to 
processing plant, from egg to chicken grown to 
market size. The plant manager, a Newton 
County boy, Bob Sealey, showed us the opera- 
tion which packages 40,000 chickens a day. 

| Two assembly lines, disassembly lines rather 
since parts are taken off, not added, move the 
chickens from defeathering to packaging at 46 
chickens per line per minute. A USDA inspector 
checks the carcasses, for the birds will move in 
interstate commerce and half a million pounds a 
month to the Army. 

The Jewell plant employs 250 people in two 
shifts. Swift has at Gainesville a plant with a 
similar capacity, and the Canton Poultry Com- 
pany has a large one. These and others keep 
a palatable product -rolling from the World’s 
Second Largest Chicken Center.

A More Efficient 


General Assembly 


The House of Representatives will be much 


quieter and more businesslike today, much to 
: the pleasure of freshmen lawmakers who thought 
they spent last week at Coney Island with all its confusion. 
You'll have to have a ticket to get on the floor of the House 
today—and you can't get.a ticket unless you are a legislator, 
or a legislator’s wife, or a newspaperman covering the session. 
For the first time in years, the Representatives from Fulton 
County will be able to sit down at their desks to consider legis- 
lation. Being at home, they receive more visits from constituents 
than any other solons. Being polite, they let their constituents 
sit in their seats while talking with them. So, for many years 
the House never knew exactly who was representing Fulton— 
because a different set of constituents were sitting in the three 
Fulton seats each day. 


Enactment of new House rules, which become 
effective today, is one of a series of moves being 
taken; to make the Georgia Legislature more businesslike, and 
thereby enable the solons to Know more what they are doing 
when they pass laws. The new rules will keep lobbyists off the 
floor. The new rules will see that every Representative has a 
copy of bills when they are introduced, and copies of committee 
substitutes or amendments for these. proposed laws. 

The Senate made its halls quieter by building a petition and 
closing off the floors—leaving the galleries for the public—and 
limiting the floor to legislators, their wives, and newsmen. 


Reforms 


Home Rule Administration and anti-Administration men in 

the House introduced a municipal Home Rule 
Bill, thereby assuring its passage in the House. This will elimi- 
nate the bulk of purely local bills which log-jammed the clerk’s 
office last week. It will eliminate the tobacco-auctioneer chant 
of the speaker and clerk in passing local bills, a show which left 
the freshmen lawmakers openmouthed. It will make unneces- 
sary the House taking up its time—as it did last week—in passing 
bills to permit the city of Camilla to close a portion of Stevenson 
Street, permit the people of Calhoun to vote on whether they 
want their city employes placed under a merit system, and permit 
the city of Thomasville to quit requiring contract work to bé 
guaranteed for five years. 

A “home rule” constitutional amendment was introduced by an 
Administration critic, and the idea immediately won the indorse- 
ment of the Administration floor leader. It would require that 
purely local constitutional amendments be voted on only in the 
areas affected by them-—instead of State-wide. This would elimi- 
nate those gigantic ballots such as confused the voters last No- 
vember. 


sid: Steps were taken toward the early construction 
Buildings of a Judicial Building on Capitel Square. A bill 
was introduced creating a building authority to issue bonds for 
the construction of needed buildings on Capitol Square.

The Editors: With events in Korea occupy- 
ing the front pages of the world it was refresh- 
ing to receive a letter from a native of that 
unhappy country whose address I secured from 
an article in your columns. :

A Mother Views UMT 


The Editors: As a mother of two teen-age 
boys, I am personally interested in the debate 
about universal military training, especially 
since one of my boys will be eligible for train- 
ing next year. 

I am in favor of universal military training. 
I think it is good for the boys and good for the 
country. I would like to see all young men 
properly trained and prepared for all emer- 
gencies whether there is a war imminent or not. 
I want to see those with minor physical defects 
included, too, because there are many places 
where they can be useful and relieve others for 
services that require men entirely without 
physical defects. 

There are, however, a few points which I 
submit to the proper authorities, and | especially 
am thinking of the Secretary of Defense, Gen- 
eral Marshall and his assistant, Mrs. Anna 
Rosenberg. 


1. The draft age should be set as to coin- 
cide with graduation from high school. No time 
should elapse, because it will be difficult either 
to start a college education and have to abandon 
it after a short period of time, or to secure em- 
ployment when the draft is imminent. In other 
words, the youths should get their military train- 
ing without delay and then be free to follow their 
vocation.

One of the nation’s biggest oil and gas 
companies is Phillips Petroleum Company. 
It owns 12 per cent of the nation’s natural 
Ras reserves. 


Last March the FPC began an investigation 
into charges brought by the state of Wisconsin 
and the city of Detroit that the Phillips com- 
pany had imposed excessive prices for natural 
‘gas it supplied under contract to the Michigan- 
Wisconsin Pipe Line Company. 

Now the company is trying to stop this in- 
vestigation and thus accomplish partly what oil 
interests were blocked from doing when the 
. Kerr bill was killed. Its plea is that the investi- 
gation would interfere with the defense pro- 
gram, a familiar echo from the Second World 
War when such pleas were used successfully by 
numerous big corporations to defer antitrust suits 
instituted by the Justice Department. Phillips 
claims certain secret processes might be endan- 
gered by public inquiry. 

The company has made initial headway. Re- 
cently the FPC voted, 3 to 1, to call off the 
investigation. Only Commissioner Buchanan dis- 
sented. But, because of the absence of the fifth 
FPC member, Commissioner Claude L. Draper, 
~dt was decided to reconsider the matter. That 

is set for early next week. 
. Commissioner Draper would be expected to 
stand with Commissioner Buchanan to go ahead 
with the investigation. The key figure, then, in 
reconsideration, becomes FPC Chairman Mon: C. 
Waligren, who sided with the other two com- 
missioners, Nelson Lee Smith and Harrington 
Wimberly—the latter from Oklahoma—in the 
previous vote to suspend the inquiry. 

A little background illuminates the situation 
on the commission. Chairman Walligren, a Demo- 
crat, was appointed to the FPC by President 
Truman when the oil and natural gas lobby 
succeeded in kicking out former Commissioner 
Leland C. Olds, who was refused confirmation 
after a bitter fight in the Senate. Mr. Olds, a 
yeteran public servant and battler for the pyblic 
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interest, formerly gave a 3-to-2 majority in the 
FPC in combatting oil and gas interests in com- 
bination with Commissioners Buchanan and 
Draper. 


Mon Wallgren, an old friend of the Presi- 
dent and former U. 8. Senator and Governor 
of the state of Washington, is on the spot. 
Nine Senators joined in a letter to him de- 
manding that the investigation go ahead at 
once. 


They argued that the defense program was 
all the more reason for the investigation, since 
the threat of higher prices affects not only con- 
sumers but the Government itself through de- 
fense contracts it has with industries that use 
natural gas whose costs would be increased. 
The Senators were all active against the Kerr 
bill. They are Douglas (Ill.), Gillette (Iowa), 
Murray (Mont.), Kefauver (Tenn.), O’Mahoney 
(Wyo.), Lehman (N. Y.), Magnuson (Wash.), 
Humphrey (Minn.), and Kilgore (W. Va.), all 
Democrats. 

Two Republican Senators, Wiley and Mc- 
Carthy, both from Wisconsin, have been appealed 
to in behalf of continuance of the investigation 
by Vernon W. Thompson, Wisconsin Attorney 
General, who pointed out among other things

Would Anyone 
Deny the Need? 


Ever since 1946, when I discovered (for me) 

_ actual year-round grazing, I have had countless 

communications from well-meaning friends (and 

some not so well-meaning), accusing me of being fanatical about 

kudzu and fescue and of being unfair to the small grains, crimson 
clover, manganese clover, vetch and Caley peas. 

To these gentlemen (friends and critics alike) I would now 
like to propound the question, “How now?” 

Will anyone deny that we need a rugged perennial such as 
kudzu for insurance against the drouths of Fall and that we need 
a rugged perennial such as Kentucky 31 fescue grass for sure-fire 
grazing from November through April? 


Indignant My old friend, A. Lee Andrews, whose manga- 

nese clover I helped spread about over Georgia, 
has all but drowned me in tears of indignation and disappoint- 
ment because I repeatedly said his clover is not ready for grazing 
until early Spring. As of today, his clover (on my farm) is barely 
discernible even among the Bermuda grass. 

The crimson clover people, especially the Autauga growers of 
Alabama, have done their best to convert me to Autauga and only 
this Fall sent me a bag of their foundation seed gratis, so that I 
could plant it and learn the error of my ways. Well, as of today, 
my old crimson clover plot is dead as a door nail. The recently 
planted Autauga isn’t up yet. or 

A gentleman whom I respect very much and who has accom- 
plished much in pasture farming has been after me for years to 
do justice to rye grass. Well, as of today, our rye grass (even in 
the kudzu duff) is so scarce we have to get down on our knees 
to see it. It may possibly be ready for grazing by March 1. Sup- 
pose we had been relying on it?” 

Ten years ago, I brought Caley peas to my farm. They have 
never been ready for grazing before middle March. 

.es . On the other hand, our Ky. 31 fescue grass has 
Still Good been furnishing complete grazing for the 83 head 
since the frosts came on. We still have 15 acres that have not 
been grazed at all. 

The fescue was retained for Winter grazing through the use 
of kudzu during the dry Fall months. Our cattle had lush kudzu 
during September and October and on until a week after frost 


and then they were moved into the fescue which had been resting 


or growing since last Summer. 

Our system of front-porch farming has proven itself over the 
past five years. 

Phis vear it has proven itself doubly. Ours is one of the few 
farms that still has plenty of grazing and up till now has not used 


a bale of hay | or any concentrate of any kind.

And a boy between 16 and 20 
needs 3,800 calories, which is 
more than any other person at 
any other age needs except for 
a man engaged in the heaviest 
kind of physical work. 

There are more than a third 
again as many boys and girls in 
America under ten years of age 
now than there are children be- 
tween 10 and 20. The younger 
children—war and postwar 
babies—have pushed up the con- 
sumption of baby foods in the 
United States to new levels and 
have accounted for vast quanti- 
ties of such other special food 
products as cod-liver and the 
other Vitamin D oils. 

But, so far, in proportion to 
their numbers, they haven't ac- 
counted for a very large share 
of the nation’s total food con- 
sumption. 


As these children grow into 
their teens in the next few 
years, however, their appe- 
tites are going to get bigger 
and America’s total food con- 
sumption is going to tncrease. 
Girls develop their biggest ap- 
petites between the ages of 13 
and 15: boys out-eat their 
sisters even at this age and 
then go on to bigger things 
after their 16th birthday. 


If parents recognize in their 
family menus the special food 
needs of their adolescent chil- 
dren, the use of some foods dur- 
ing the next ten years will in- 
crease at a faster rate than other 
foods. 


Teen-agers need foods which 
are rich in protein, like meat 
and fish and eggs; they need 
foods which have plenty of min- 
erals and especially calcium, 
like milk, and they need more 
than average amounts of citrus 
fruit and other foods which are 
rich in vitamin C. 

Although the age composition 
of our population affects how 
much food our nation eats, there 
are many long-term trends in 
America’s food _ consumption 
which probably have little to do 
with age. We are using far more 
dairy products, eating more 
meat and using more vegetables 
and fruits than we did a genera- 
tion or so ago, and we are eating 
fewer potatoes and fewer grain 
products in proportion to our 
population. 


_ ahese represent a basic change 
in America’s diet, made possible 
by better supplies of certain 
kinds of food and a greater in- 
terest among homemakers in 
providing balanced meals. 


Although America has bet- 
ter diet standards now than it 
had a generation or so ago, 
our nation’s food bill in pro- 
portion to our total income 
has not changed very much 
over the years. 


Mostly when food prices are 
high, as they are today, the na- 
tion’s total personal income is 
also high; when income drops, 
then food prices seem to drop, 
too. In 1900, families on the av- 
erage were spending about 43 
percent of their income for food, 
in the 1930’s it was around 33 
percent and in 1949 it was 41 
percent,

Home Care 


Real Aid to Ill 


The home is an important fac- 
tor, along with a person’s busi- 
ness, his food and his clothes, 
in determining the source of an 
illness. 

This is the opinion of Dr. 
Martin Cherkasky, an execu- 
tive officer of the Montefiore 
Hospital Home Care Program, 
who believes that the factors of 
an individual’s environment may 
be “more provocative” in the 
origin of his disease than the 
actual germ. 

In town Sunday to speak at 
the Southern Seminar on Chron- 
ic Diseases, sponsored by the 
U. S. Public Health Service, 
Cherkasky believes that patients 
no longer requiring the special- 
ized facilities of a hospital— 
surgery, X-ray, etc.—but need- 
ing nursing service, should be 
sent home for care, if it is to the 
patient’s best interests. 


Under the Montefiore Home 
Care plan, the patient at home 
receives medical service 
(around the clock), social 
service, nursing service, 
housekeeping service, trans- 
portation, medication, occu- 
pational therapy and physical 
therapy. 


Such home care, Cherkaskyv 
believes, is to the best interests 
of the patient, because “a pa- 
tient should be studied as a so- 
cial human being as well as a 
sick human being.” 


“It is no more fair or use-° 


ful to separate a man from his 
environment than it is to di- 
vide him into separate and ine 
dependent parts,” he declares. 

Also, the patient benefits 
from the individual care and at- 
tention, from both his doctor and 
his family, and enjoys the flex- 
ibility and warmth of being, in 
his native environment. 


By offering such care, Mon- 
tefiore Hospital has “begun to 
learn new reasons why a pa- 
tient becomes sick. and why 
his illness is prolonged,” he 
adds. ’ 


Home care also presents a so- 
lution to the problem of over- 
crowded hospitals, and offers 
real financial savings. Home 
care, per patient day, is only 
$3. While the present cost of 
hospital care is $12 to $15. 

Through this program, Mon- 
tefiore Hospital hopes to offer 
its patients more individual 
care, says Cherkasky, and co- 
ordinate all the facilities of the 
hospital and community in their 
joint fight against health and 
disease.”

It does not seem possible to us now, though we have glimpses 
of courage already discernible. We are secing families being knit 
more firmly together (and some, unhappily, crumbling under the 
strain), and occasionally we hear of men and women tossing aside 
selfish opportunism to devote themselves to a cause bigger than 


their own success. 


We might learn from history that it may not be the moment 
df conflict itself but the restless, depleted period of disenchantment 
that follows that is so devastating to the spirit. . 

The British will tell you now, though they still stand in queues

Homemaker With Outside Job 


Must Serve Three Masters 


Can a woman hold down three jobs, as wife, mother and career 
girl, and be successful at.all of them? 

Today, almost 9,000,000 women are wrestling with this prob- 
lem, and with all-out mobilization, many more will join their ranks. 


Why do mothers work? 

The answer is simple and un- 
glamorous—for money. 

Wives cf servicemen take jobs 
because they are unable to live 
on a soldier’s allotment. Other 
wives work to supplement the 
family income. Women, di- 
vorced and widowed, are forced 
to adopt careers to support their 
children. 

Of course, there are other 
reasons. A small number of 
mothers work because they feel, 
through their training and ex- 
perience, they have something 
to offer their community. Other 
mothers take jobs as a provision 
against tre idle middle years. 


But. for the most part, 
women work strictly for 
monetary gain, and with the 
rising cost of living, higher 
taxes, the lure of high paying 
defense jobs, and the real 
need for women in various 
fields of war work, almost 
every mother, at times, will 
seriously consider taking a 
job outside the home. 


If financial stress is forcing 
a woman to go to work, there 
are many things which must be 
considered before she starts in 
search of a job. 

First, she should carefully re- 
examine Ler own most impor- 
tant business — homemaking. 
Often, if a woman cuts down 
expenses in this business, she 
may not be forced into adopting 
another career. 

Is she saving enough money 
on food? Is she marketing for 
the family only once a*week, 
taking advantage of weekend 
bargains and buying in quan- 
tity? Is sne saving enough on 
clothes? Does she invest in 
durable fabrics, or is she in- 
vesting in chegp clothes that 
will not last a season? 


These and many more ques- 
tions should be asked and an- 
swered before a mother con- 
siders taking a job. When a 
good businessman finds his own 
business going into the red, he 
carefully re-examines and re- 
evaluates it, before starting 
another. It is wise for the home- 
maker to du the same. 

What is the actual cost of 
working? This is another im- 
portant question that must be 
answered. A woman should 
consider the intangible, added 
costs entailed by taking a job 
outside the home. New clothes, 
higher laundry bills, the high 
cost of substitute care for chil- 
dren, and the greater cost of 
food caused by less time for 
preparation and planning should 
be considered. 


Also, the extra earnings of 
mother, combined with the 
earnings of the man of the 
house, may put the family in 
a higher income bracket, 
which means higher taxes. 
When these, and other in- 
tangibles are added together, 
many women will discover 
that they can not afford to 


work. 
;wor 


If a mother is going to take 
a job because with her special- 
ized college training and practi- 
cal experience, she believes she 
has something to offer to her 
community, she could ask her- 
self two questions. Is my skill 
a needed skill? Is it enough 
above the average to command 
an above average salary? 

There are still more ques- 
tions that have to be answered. 

Is she a good manager and 
organizer? A woman must ex- 
amine herself and decide this 
question. If she is not, she can 
not possibly attempt to hold 
down three jobs. Regardless of 
how much money she brings 
home, or how tired she is at 
the end of the day, her children 
still consider that she is, first 
and foremost, a mother. And her 
husband considers she is pri- 
marily his wife. 

Her employer also feels that 
eight hours of uninterrupted

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time belong to him each day, 
and, since he signs the pay 
check, her first duty is to him. 
Thus she is torn between three 
masters, and can not afford to 
neglect any one of them. To do 
this requires a genius at or- 
ganization and management, 
and a woman must be able to do 
all this. | 

Is she physically strong? No 
woman can attempt to take on 
three jobs unless her health is 
better than average. 

What is her husband’s atti- 
tude toward her working? Al- 
though competent surveys show 
that a mother can work outside 
the home without endangering 
either her happiness or the 
happiness of her husband, a wife 
must have her husband’s full 
co-operation before she attempts 
to take an outside job. 

Some men feel that if a wom- 
an can operate a drill press, he 
can operate a washing machine, 
and will gladly assume a part- 
nership in the business of home~- 
making. Such men feel that 
children benefit from father 
care as well as mother care, 
that the home is strengthened 
and more genuine companion- 
ship is achieved when both hus- 
band and wife work both inside 
and outside the home, and are 
not separated by divergent, 
sex-bound interests. 

But unless the man of the 
house is willing to shoulder half 
the housekeeping burden, it is 
almost impossible for a mother 
to take a job outside the home. 


A mother must also consid- 
er her children’s attitude to- 
ward her job. Many young- 
sters are opposed to mother’s 
working outside the home, and 
are ashamed of it. In a survey 
of high school students from 
nine states, conducted by Har- 
old Punke, of GSCW, less 
than one half of those queried 
thought a woman could man- 
age a career and motherhood 
successfully. They seemed, 
for the most part, to believe 
that a woman’s place is in 
the home. 


Thus, outside of definite fi- 
nancial needs, a woman must 
also re-examine herself, her 
job of homemaking, and the 
needs of her husband and chil- 
dren before she decides to work 
outside the home. Also, she must 
consider the attitude of the en- 
tire family, for without their 
co-operation and understanding, 
working would be impossible. 

Thus this series will look into 
the lives of three typical Atlan- 
ta mothers, who are both career 
women and homemakers, to ex- 
amine how they run their three 
jobs, the problems which they 
have solved, and the problems 
which remain unsolved.
